There are two bills now bwfore con- 
gress, yon know, and while I hey are 
both good it will take florae time to 
settle upon which is the better. It may 
be that some compromise will be made 
and tbe beat parts of both be accepted. 
It is nothing new to have a bill before 
congress for an increase of the army. 
The matter bas been agitated before, 
but never resulted in anything. Now it 
is different, and an increase, and a large 
one at that, will ba absolutely necessary 
if we are to keep tbe territory taken 
from Spain.

will be known. Everybody is not in fa- 
vor of an increase. Everybody never is 
in favor of jnst what we wonld Hke to 
have. Tbe members of tbe senate and 
bonae military committees have been 
discussing tbe matter. 


"General Miles' bill, which was in- 


troduced in tbe senate committf 
by 


Senator Hawley, requires careful con- 
sideration. Congressman Hull, who is 
chairman of tbe house committee on 
military affairs, bas introduced a bill 
of his own, and while it does not differ 
very much from that of Genrul Miles it 
seems to be satisfactory to the other 
members of tbe committee, for tbe first 
ten sections were adopted with very lit- 
tle change. There is, no donbt that 
many lively debates will be bad before 
any measure is accepted and passed. 
Tbere will probably be as many battles 
over the bills as there were during the 
war. 
i 


"We of conrse are in favor of tbe in- 


crease. I can aee the need of it. Maybe 
1 am partial, for I am in tbe service. 
Yon bad better talk witb some one else 
who knows more abont it." 


This was tbe conversation had witb 


one of tbe officers who wear a silver 
spread eaglij as a collar decoration. Like 
most army and navy men, he wished 
his name withheld. There are many not 
in the service who are interested in the 
reorganization of tbe army. Many of

senators are talking about it, not, how- 
ever, for publication, EO an -interview 
with persons well posted was ont of the 
question. All that could be learned was 
that the army is to be increased and re- 
organized. Somebody is to be promoted. 
It the Miles bill is adopted, there will 
be several high offices to be filled. Tbe 
grades of general and lieutenant general 
will be revived, and there are several 
candidates for these positions. If the 
Hull bill is passed, there will be bnt one 
office revived. That will be tbe grade 
of lieutenant general. Even for this one 
office there are several aspirants. 


Both bills ask forapproximately 100,- 


000 men, which is an increase of SO per 
cent over tbe regular army standing at 
present. General Miles' bill asks for one 
tata to each 1,000 population of the 
United States and two men for each 
1,000 of tbe dependent colonies. The 
troops, according to tbis bill, are to be 
divided as follows: Fifteen regiments 
of cavalry of 1,000 men each, 14 regi- 
ments of seaooast artillery Of 1,200, 
2 regiments of field artillery of 1,200, 
2 regiments of engineers and 60 regi- 
ments of infantry of 1,000 men each, 
tbe signal corps to have 610 and the 
ordnance 500 enlisted men. It also pro- 
vides for 6 major generals and IS briga- 
dier generals of infantry, 1 major gen- 
eral and 2 brigadier generals each of 
cavalry and artillery, besides 1 general 
and 2 lieutenant generals. 


Tbo recent remark of President Mo- 


Einley that no radical change in gov- 
ernment policy could be made in loss 
tban fonr years emphasizes a condition 
well known, bnt not generally appreci- 
ated. A reversal of public sentiment is 
orach sooner reflected in tbe govern* 
ment of Great Britain. In an address 
recently made by tbe Marquia of Salis- 
bury, tbe British premier, in justifying 
bis foreign policy, especially with ref- 
erence to tbe Faahoda incident, be 
spoke of tbe restraints placed upon him 
by a consideration of the attitude of tbe 
people with reference tomattera of pub- 
lic policy demanding immediate atten- 
tion. Tbis ia a consideration which 
must be of tbe highest possible impor- 
tance in the estimation of British polit- 
csl leaders and paramount to all site 
bnt what they regard as tbe vital inter- 
ests of tbe empire. But even on rach • 
question as tbis Utter the premier and 
bi« cabinet Are not tbe ultimate arbiters, 
and if they disoovar that tbe country it 
against them in their policy regarding 
'he matter 4fay AM supposed to resign 
the Mini of power-1o tbn buds of those 
tbat would oomftMod to* oonfldence of 
the majority of tbe people. Aabanfein 
public opinion may bring afcont « dis- 
Mlntion of tbe government at any time, 
»nd tbe people an left to decide at the

In a country where tbe tenure «f po- 


litical power is so insecure and precari- 
ous as in tbe British Isles it behooves 
tbe representatives of tbe people to keep 
thoroughly in touch witb their constit- 
uents. They know tbat tbe power tbat 
made them can unmake them, and tbat 
not at tbe end of two or four years, but 
immediately. These peculiarities of tbe 
British legislative system wonld make 
it impossible for any British premier to 
refer to tbe future so confidently as 
President MoKinley did at Savannah. 
Lord Salisbury is perfectly well a (rare 
tbat in outlining any matter of future 
policy, even in tbe vaguest possible 
manner, be bas tbe people of the coun- 
try to reckon witb, and that they may 
.place a most emphatic veto upon his de- 
signs at any moment. Tbis is govern- 
ment by tbe people witb a vengeance, 
and tbe only safeguard the British con- 
stitution bas against revolution or an- 
archy is in tbe common senee and pa- 
triotism of tbe people. 


In a country like the United States, 


where there is a written constitution, 
there are many questions which in, 
Britain are discussed on the streets, in 
the clubs, at tbe hustings and finally in 
parliament tbat are removed from tbe 
arena of active politius. In Great Britain 
there is practically no limit to tbe 
scope of legislative action, and tbe Brit- 
ish constitution, so called, is based 
merely upon precedents and traditions, 
none of which, however, is of snob 
validity as to be removed beyond tbe 
sphere of legislation. 


It may be objected that tbe queen and 


tbe bouee of lords may nullify tbe action 
of tbe representatives of tbe people in 
tbe bouse of commons, Tbe bouse of 
lords baa repeatedly attempted to do so, 
but tbe queen never. Bnt tbere is a 
limit beyond which the hereditary 
branch of tbe British legislature dares 
not push its opposition, as its members , 
know well tbat tbe threat made at one 
time by Mr. Gladstone to abolish the 
bouse of lords Is a power which can and 
may be exercised by tbe bouse of com- 
mons. 


In tbe British Islands they bave great 


political leaders, who, like tbe late Mr. 
Gladstone, Beaconsfield, Lord John Rus- 
sell, Palmerston and others, largely di- 
rected tbe policy of their respective par- 
ties during the entire period of their 
active political lives. Bnt they bave nc 
sectional political bosses, and those that 
bold tbe reins of power bave national 
reputations and are responsible to their 
pa ties, not to a clique or a local organ- 
ization. Probably the nearest approach 
we have bad in this country to a great 
political leader, as the term is under- 
stood in Britain, was in the case of 
James G. Blaine, who from the time 
when be was elected speaker of tbe 
bouse in 1$69 wae for many years rec- 
ognized as the virtual bead of the Be~- 
publican party. Still bis great popular- 
ity did not secure to him the coveted 
prize of tbe presidency. 


< Though tbere is much tbat can be 
•aid in favor of a written constitution 
and a legislature holding sway for stat- 
ed periods, and not removable at tbe 
caprice of tbe pnbhc, a system of gov-

ernment where nothing is beyond the 
scope of legislative action and the leg- 
islators themselves hold power only at 
the pleasure of tbe people is in many 
respects a more fully representative sys- 
tem, and in a sense more republican in 
its character. 
Written constitutions 


bave their advantages and their disad- 
vantages, Of the latter tbe most obvious 
that occurs to me is tbe utter imposai-* 
bility of the most perspicuous and far- 
eeeing statesmen anticipating all the 
contingencies arising from tbe complex 
relationships of political life. A nation 
to be progressive must not be too much 
governed by precedent or limited by 
cast iron rules which fail to adjust 
themselves to existing circumstances.

four parts of brown sugar and one part of 
water. Simmer together until it becomes 
hard when cooled.

CURRENT MISCELLANY. 


One of tbe most interesting problems 


of the day in the utilization of tbe new 
fiber material aud one that is attracting 
the attention of all civilized countries 
is the industrial production of that 
wonderful substance known in the orient 
as China grass, in India as rhea and in 
Europe and America as ramia The 
money spent by governments and by 
private enterprise throughout the world 
in experiments and inventions in the 
efforts to establish the ramie industry, 
would make up the total of a princely 
fortune. 
Obstacle after obstacle has 


been overcome in tbe years of persistent 


' effort, and now we stand before the last 


barrier, baffled for the time, but still 
hopeful and with efforts unrelated. 


The difficulty may be stated in a few 


words. Hamie culture will only become 
a paying industry when an economically 
successful machine for stripping the 
fiber has been placed on the market. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been spent in efforts to perfect a ma- 
chine, but no government fiber expert 
in the world recognizes that we have 
such >a machine at the present time, 
though gieat progress has been made in 
machine construction. 


The world's interest in this fiber be- 


gan in 1869, when a reward of £5,000 
was offered by the government of India 
for the best machine with which to de- 
corticate tbe green Btalkg. The first ex- 
hjbition and trial of machines took place 
in 1872, resulting in utter failure. The 
reward was again offered, and in 1879 
a second official trial was held, at which 
ten machines competed, though none 
filled the requirements, and subsequent- 
ly tbe offer was withdrawn.—Popular 
Science Monthly.

Sat Chestnuts Instead of Corn. 


The consuls in France report that In- 


dian corn as an article of diet among the 
French peasants is being replaced by the 
chestnut. A report from Limoges re- 
ceived at the state department says: 


"The poor people, during the fall aud 


winter, often make two' meals daily 
from chestnuts. The ordinary way of 
cooking them is to remove tbe outside 
shells, blanch them, then a wet cloth ia 
placed in an earthen pot, which is al- 
most filled with raw chestnuts. They 
are covered with a second wet cloth and 
put on the flre to steam. They are oateu 
with «alt or milk. Hot steamed chest- 
nut* are carried around the city streets 
in baskets or pails. Tbe majority of tbe 
working people, who usually have no 
fire early in the morning, eat them for 
their first breakfast, with or without 
milk. Physicians state that as an article 
of food contents are wholesome, hearty, 
nutritious and fattening, Tbeseuntsare 
often used as a vegetable and are exceed- 
ingly popular, being found on tbe table 
of the well to do and wealthy. They are 
served not only boiled, but roasted, 
steamed, pnreed, and as drawing for 
poultry and meats."

THE CITY DEBT. 


The plan proposed to make the pay- 


ment of our city debt more equitable 
eeems on admirable one. The council 
last night endorsed it -without a, dis- 
senting voice and at the close of the 
session the members gathered around 
Chairman Whitaker of the finance 
committee and warmly congratulated 
him for his excellent presentation of 
the situation and thanked him for the 
time and thought he had given to the 
eervice of the city in this very im- 
portant matter. As The Transcript 
said *>rior to th& city election, Mr. 
Whitaker is one of the foremost ser- 
vants of tlie city. 


The finance committe found that 


more than half of our debt matured In 
the next ten years, making the bur- 
den during1 those years very heavy to 
bear up under. Then it was thought 
that 30 years would be a reasonable 
time in which to pay the indebtedness. 
This is not a long term, for the city 
has contracted loans extending over 
that period. The plan that suggested 
Itself when these two things were to 
mind was to devise a method by which 
the debt could be evenly distributed 
over a, period not exceeding 30 years. 
Su%h a plan would make the maturing 
debt of the immediate future much 
easier to meet. Accordingly the city 
will ask the legislature for permission 
to pay its debt in yearly installments 
of $35,000 each, which will wipe out the 
debt in less than 30 yeara 
- The act will not make a sinking fund 
necessary, and it will not allow the 
money borrowed under it to be con- 
sidered in ascertaining the city's debt 
limit. These provisions do away with 
the sinking fund and save to the city 
a limit of perhaps $100,000 in which 
email sums can be borrowed without 
permission of the legislature to meet 
emergencies that may arise.

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IDEALf&TS ANH TIME SEBVBRS. 


There is a good deal of talk these times 
about idealism and 
expediency 
in 


national affairs. Much of it appears 
to be hasty and ill-considered. Senator 
Hoar is held up as a type of the idealist 
and those who do not agree with him 
are termed men of expediency, time- 
servers. Most of this talk we refer to 
comes from the idealist The Idealist 
is always in the market place with his 
Idealism. With one great exception in 
Istory—and that exception was Christ-- 
the supporters of the idealistic pro- 
gram have always loudly proclaimed 
their philosophy and have 
always 


forcibly attacked those they termed 
the time-servers. 


But the idealistic program is not the 


one the world has followed, nor is it 
the one the world should follow. 
Neither has the world followed the 
other extremist program, nor will the 
world follow it 
The line of rational 


progress lies between the Ideal, as at 
any time conceived, and the material- 
istic extreme. The much hated time- 
servers have almost 
always kept 


closest to that line. The adoption of 
either extreme and the consistent fol 
lowing of it would certainly 'lead, to 
annihilation—in the one case through 
stagnation and in the other case 
through selfishness and barbarism 
There is beauty and worth in the 
idealist; he is of the light of the pic- 
ture. There is usefulness in the ex 
treme materialist; he la of the shade. 
But the picture Is something greater 
than it* lights and shades.

Senators Not of ODD Mind as to Wh« 


Was the Hero of Santiago* 


Champions of Both Ken Venit* 


late Their Opinions. 


Mtrlti of «i» Men to Be Dielded by Ricords 


of Ihe Navy Deptrlmtnt 


Washington. Jan. 24.—The question aa 


to whether Sampson and Schley should 
be promoted to the grade of rear admiral 
was discussed enthusiastically and vig- 
orously by the friends and enemies of 
both officers In tbe executive session yes- 
terday. Tbe controversy was finally 
postponed for 20 days, after, a vote* had 
been taken to call for the records of the 
navy department bearing upon the con- 
duct of all affected by the advancement 


The discussion arose over tbe resolu- 


tion calling for theae documents. A3 
originally offered, at asked for the reasons 
for the advancement, but the resolution 
was modified so aa to request the record 
only. The first vote waa on a motion 
made by Senator Hale to lay the resolu- 
tion on the table, and on this the ayes 
and noes were taken, resulting 17 ayes to 
35 noes. The resolution was then al- 
lowed to pass without further discussion. 


For three hours previous to thde, how- 


ever, tbe senate had been engaged 81 a 
very animated verbal battls wiich in- 
volved many intricacies,! and was par- 
ticipated in by a la--ge number of sena- 
tors. The main contests were, first, over 
the general policy of promoting these of- 
ficers over others who were character- 
ized as Qui*e as deserving, though lees 
fortunate in th4t they were deprived oi 
•uch active participation in the war; and 
second, as to the relative merits of Samp- 
son and Schley. 


Senators Gorman and Wellington of 


Maryland, one a Republican and the 
other a Democrat, united in a fierce at- 
tack upon the navy department for fav- 
oring Sampson over Scbley, while Sena- 
tors Lindsay, Pettlgrew, Perkins and 
I!on«y attacked the whole system of pro- 
motion as "a speci«a<ojf favoritism which 
was not warranted by the facts." The 
method of the administration was de- 
fended by, Messrs. Hale, Chandler and 
Lodge. Senator Wellington was ea- 
peciai.y zealous in his advocacy of tb« 
claims of Admiral Schley, and in bis pre- 
sentation of reasons why Admiral Samp- 
eon should not be preferred over him, 
and both he and Mr. Gorman stated that, 
If the official papers were ordered, they 
would demonstrate beyond a possible 
question the fact that Schley, and not 
Sampson, fought the battle off Santiago. 


They contended that, with Sampson 


10 miles away, he could not be accred- 
ited with having command of tbe fleet 
on the day when the Spanish vessels 
were sent to the bottom. On tbe con- 
trary, they held that Schley was on the 
ground; he was the senior officer, and 
that he was engaged most effectively in 
the conflict all tbe world knew, regard- 
less of the favors of the government at 
"Washington. 
Senator Lindsay found much in the pro- 
motion of both Scbley and Sanfpaon. over 
Commodore Watson to condemn. JHe 
Braised Watson as* a man who would un- 
doubtedly have made a fine record in the 
war if given the opportunity he should 
have had as a senior officer, and said that 
to deprive him of hte rightful rank be- 
cause other men were pressed to the 
front and given the poets of honor was 
in every way unfair and unworthy of a 
great country. 
. 
, - 


Senators Perkins, Flatt of Connecticut 


and Pettigrew also criticised the system 
as one liable to result in unfairness un- 
less very cautiously entered upon, argu- 
ing that at any rate the senate should 
have the record before it, that it might 
decide for itself as to the merits of the 
men so signally favored compared with 
those who had received none of the 
loaves and fishes. 


Senators Hale and Chandler defended 


the action of the navy department in 
giving preference to the men who took 
upon themselves the brunt of the battle 
in Atlantic waters and in preferring the 
man who was in command of the fleet. 
They deprecated the opening up of a 
controversy which, Mr. Chandler said, 
might lead to a condition which might 
prove as uneavory as that which the war 
investigating commission had developed 
in connection with-the army beef con- 
tracts. 


Senator Lodge joined in deploring this 


policy, and owing to the fact that he had 
but recently, in the Interest of prlvatfe 
research, mad« an exhaustive investi- 
gation, he was enabled to throw much 
light upon the controversy in behalf of 
the contention that tbe controversy 
Should not be stirred up. 


During the presentation of this side 


much was said in .upholding the claims 
of Sampson in preference to those of 
Schley, and the friends of the latter offi- 
cer were "warned that, if they insisted 
upon pressing the investigation too 
closely, some facts would be developed 
that would not be agreeable to them. 
Tbe charge was made that Schley had 
voluntarily left Santiago after reaching 
the vicinity of that poet and after Cer- 
Vera had entered the harbor, and also 
the charge that when the Spanish fleet 
had sailed out through the narrow mouth 
of the channel Schley had made a re- 
verse movement wtyh the Brooklyn and 
gone in a direction opposite to that taken 
by the Spanish squadron Instead of 
boldly attacking the enemy In the be- 
ginning. It was asserted that these facts 
were among those which the archives 
would reveal.

The friends of Schley declared they had 


nothing to fear from having all the facts 
known.. Explaining his start to leave 
Santiago and his refusal to, obey depart- 
ment orders before Sampson's arrival, 
they said that it was because fa* had 
been unable to coal at sea. When asked 
how it had happened that he had been 
able to coal 3S hours afterwards they re- 
plied that this waa- due to the fact that a 
•torm had given place to a calm. 


Senators Llndeay and Pettigrew, who 


were not standing for either Sampson 
or Schley, made tbe point that theae de- 
veloomenU emphasised* the reasons) why 
ne senate MI.U-.U »c *>ui into possession 
3t all Ui« facts before voting. 


After the decision to send for tbe rec- 


ords was arrived at, there was a central 
understanding that the wholt matter 
vhould be postponed long enough to per- 
mit action by the houses upon the naval 
committee's bill, providing that thwe 
promotions "shall not interfere with U>« 
promotion of offlcers otherwise enWtltd 
to promotion." The subsequent effort of 
(he senate In open aeMiori to paw thla bill 
was the result of the agreement..

Aged Woman Becomes 


Victim of Burglar. 


Fatally Pounded and Slashed 


Butcber Me 


Maine Town Wrought Up Over 


the Terrible Crime. 


Klttery, Me., Jan. 24.—One of the roost 


daring robberies, and an undoubtedly 
successful attempt at murder, were com- 
mitted here yesterday afternoon between 
4 and 4-00 o'clock, the victim being Mrs. 
Mary Tarlton, an aged widow, living 
alone fn a small 2% story house on Com- 
mercial street, a few steps from Govern- 
ment street, the main thoroughfare of 
the town, through which the electric 
cars pass. 


Fred Parks, 23 years old, who waseeen 


to jump from the window of Mrs. Tarl- 
ton a lonely bouse, is locked up in the 
jail, charged with fine crime. The entire 
community is wild with excitement, and 
last night, after Parks bad been arrest- 
ed at his home, he was openly threat- 
ened with lynching as he was led through 
the wrathful crowd to the Jail. 


Mrs. Tarlton, who iSj8& years of age, 


lived alone In her little house, which ia 
on the river bank, not far from the terry, 
and has always lived a quiet life, with 
but few callers, although her friends 
were many. 


George A. Williams was walking: along 


the road yesterday afternoon, when 
Home one told him there was a drunken 
man in the vicinity of Mrs. Car!ton a 
house, who appeared to be acting rather 
peculiarly. 
Williams hastened to the 


bouse and tried the door, but could not 
get in, so he ran across to one of the 
neighbors for assistance. 
He had 


Ecarcely reached the house, which was 
only a few hundred yards away, when 
he heard a crash, and saw Parks leaping 
from one of the windows of the first 
floor. 
Before Williams could give the 


alarm, Parks had ran oft up the street, 
disappearing Into the woods. 


With neighbors Williams ran back to 


the Tarleton house, and, after two or 
three ineffectual attempts, managed 
to break in the door of the kitchen. It 
was a grewsome spectacle that met their 
gaze, for on the floor lay the woman, 
her head bruised and battered, her 
shoulders slashed with the butcher knife 
that was near her, covered with blood, 
while blood was also scattered In every 
direction. 


It took some minutes for Williams and 


his companions to ascertain that the 
Woman was alive, and when they did 
BO, one of their number hastened for 
a doctor, while the others bathed her 
head and shoulders. 
The physician, 


after a careful examination," gave but 
little hope for Mrs. Tarlton's recovery. 
Bhe was carried to a neighboring house, 
and every effort was made to revive her. 


In the meantime the police had been 


notified, and a searching party was 
at once organized for the pursuit of 
Parks, the party starting, out within 
half an hour after Williams saw him 
dash off into the woods. 


An examination of the house showed 


that, while everything was in fearful 
disorder, very little of value had been 
taken, although a most thorough search 
Cor money had been made. 


Witmn three hours after the police 


had been notified of the affair, they 
had Parks under arrest He was found 
it his father's house at Spruce Creek, 
and was readily given up by the family. 
Parks was at once handcuffed and 
brought t:p to the jail, but a great crowd 
had collected, and all'sorts of threats 
were made, while his captors were un- 
locking the jail door. 
Once inside, he 


was locked in a cell, while two police' 
men were stationed as guards.

Remedies, Cuba, Jan. 24.—General 


Maximo Gomez, Commander-in-chief 
of tlje Cuban army, has withdrawn to 
this part of the island. As previously 
cabled, he. was not invited tf be present 
at the evacuation ceremonies at Havana 
on Jan. 1, and he is now here nursing 
h|s feelings of alleged Injury, sustained 
at the hands of the United States. He 
has been receiving the adulations of 
the Cuban populace of the various 
towns through whlctf he has passed. 


General Gomez arrived here last week, 


and the town was decorated with several 
triumphant 
arches. 
At Caibarien, 


which the general entered last Sunday, 
there was a repetition of the same ova* 
tion, and a breakfast was tendered the 
general by tbe Cuban element of the sea- 
port. 
After this 'meal the general met 


a number of prominent Spaniards of 
Caibarien, and addressed them in this 
wise: 


"The war is over, and now begins tha 


work of reconstruction and the estab- 
lishment of the Cuban republic. Past 
passions are our only enemies to this 
end, 
therefore let us obliterate these 


passions and "hatreds. 
We met war 


with strife; let us accept peace with con- 
CQrd. 
I have come to this town more 


as the friend of every man in it than as 
the leader of the Cuban army. Here 
there are neither Cubans nor Spaniards, 
Frenchmen nor Russians. 
We are all 


inhabitants of the island of Cuba, 
Union, peace and tact should be our 
guides. 
We have united today to ex- 


change ideas, to know each other and to 
preserve our mutual interests. 
Truth 


follows peace, honor should not hide 
away. 
Therefore, I tell you that union 


alone will bring about the termination 
of the present unnecessary occupation 
of our island by the American army. 
The inhabitants of this island do not 
need the presence of the American 
troops in order to fulfil their duties. 
Let 


us unite and devote our efforts to that 
object, high in favor with us all—the 
rapid and splendid growth of the Cu- 
ban republic " 
"These guarded and significant words 
of the general were answered by the 
Spaniards present in such manner aa 
plainly showed their full acceptance 
of their import. Two days later these 
Spaniards entertained General Gomez, 
big staff and many Cuban officers at an 
elaborate banquet, where the idea of this 
new, 
united party of Cuban Independ- 


ence waa developed with much enthu- 
siasm.

Shakespeare are frequently consulted 
and carefully studied -In-the "attempt to 
discover the eiacffeeanu^of the great 
dramatist and to decide the many dis- 
puted points which the critics profess 
to find in his plays and poems. One 
thing should be remembered, and that is 
that tbe first edition is always printed 
from tbe original manuscript and repre- 
sents tbe author's first thought, and also 
has the advintageof his personal super- 
vision."

"Do yon know of any living authors 


whose, books may now or soon will be- 
come rare?" 


"Blackmore's 'Lorna Doone' is now 


valued at f 50. Badyard Kipling's first 
three books are quite rare. They -were 
published in India. The first two were 
issued privately, and any one of the 
three volumes is worth $100. William 
Dean Howells' first published book, 
while valued :at only $15, is neverthe- 
less qai|e^rare. It was published in 
, Columbus in 1860 and is entitled 'Poems 
of Two Friends.' Tbe other poet was 
John J. Piatt, who contributes to part 
one of the work/while Mr. Howells' 
share consists of some 35 poems, whicb 
make up part two* The early efforts of 
the famous novelist are Eaid by some 
critics to dkplay high poetic ability." 


"What do some of the first editions 


of American authors bring?" 


"First editions of Thomas Bailey 


Aldrich bring from $1.50 to $6; Bryant 
from $1.50 to $20; James JTenimore 
Gooper from $3.50 to $10; George Wil- 
liam Curtis from $2 to $4.50; Emerson 
from $1.50 to $35; Hawthorne from 
fl.50 to $77; Holmes from $1 to 
$17.50; Washington Irving from ?l.75 
to $23; Longfellow from $1.25 to $60; 
Lowell from $1 to $40; Walt Whitman 
from $2 to $27; Wbittier from $1.25 to 
$10. A fire* edition of Hawthorne's 
"The Celestial Bailroad," published in 
small pamphlet form about 4 inches by 
2>£ inches in size, is worth nearly $80.

first editions of American authors a goot? 
investment?'' "I indorse Engene Field's 
advice to a young collector," was tbe 
reply. "He said: 'I hope that yon will 
keep rigbt a!6ng collecting, but do not 
buy too many French, German, Latin 
and Italian books. That1 is npt particu- 
larly profitable. You ought to be able 
to get together a splendid lot of Ameri- 
can first editions, and if I were yon I 
would certainly do that. In time Amer- 
icana will be immensely valuable.' " 


"Was not a very rare copy of Foe's 


'Tamerlane' discovered in Boston some 
yean ago?" "Yes," was tbe answer.

' "Quite," said be. " 'The Journal of 
Major George Washington' is one of the 
rarest. It is a pamphlet, issued orig- 
inally in 1754, and records the experi- 
ences of tbe soldier in the early fights 
against tbe French forces on tbe Ohio. 
There is a fine set of Bancroft's 'His- 
tory of the United States' for sale in 
New York, to which volumes have been 
added 863 portraits, views and auto- 
graphic letters relating to the text of 
the book. This matter which has been 
added increases the price of tbe nine 
volumes to $950. 'Virginia Impartially 
Examined,'written by William Bullock 
and published in 1649, is wortb $125. 
A copy in French-of tbe voyages of 
Samuel Champlain, published in 1613, 
is wortb $500. It is a moderate sized 
volume and contains 11 maps and plates 
and 18 illustrations. A good copy of ! 
John Cotton's 'The Blondy Tenent,' | 
published in 1647, is wortb $225. One 
of the very rarest books now for sale by 
any dealer iu America is a very small 
volume by John Davis. The title is 
'The Wbrlde'a Hydrograpbical Disorip- 
tion,*' and it was published in London 
in 1595. The book is K summary of the 
author's experiences in bis three voyages 
in search of a northwest passage. The 
price of the book is $800."

From these remarks of Mr. Living- 


ston tbe reader should not infer that 
only those of unlimited wealth can hope 
to make a collection of first editions and 
curious and interesting books. There is 
one man in this city wbo witb compara- 
tively little expense has collected a very 
nice lot of books. He became interested 
in the writings of William Uean 
Howells, and has now a very complete 
set of tbe first editions of tifet writer. 
Tbe first book of tbe novelist was men- 
tioned by Mr. Livingston. Howells' sec- 
ond work was a life of Abraham Lin- 
coln and Hannibal Ham.'in. One of hia 
most interesting publications is entitled 
"A Little Girl Among tbe Masters,." 
and was issued in 1884 
It is edited by 


Mr. HnwsJls asd contains, besides tbe 
editor's comments, a number of humor- 
ous sketches by Mr. Howells' 10-year- 
old daughter. None of Mr. Howells' 
books brings a very large price. 


The same gentleman who has made a 


cpecialty of collecting Howells has se- 
cured also, at only moderate cost, a large 
number of old and curious books of liv- 
ing American authors. One of tbe most 
interesting is a copy of the first edition 
of Mark Twain's earliest book. It ic 
called "The Jumping Frog" and was 
first published in 1867. 


A book written by Edgar W. Nye and 


James-Wbitcomb Riley entitled "Nye 
and fiiley's Railway Guide" is a very 
curious book. It was published in 1888, 
and one of the illustrators is Walt Me- 
Dongall. Then there is a copy of Edward 
Everett's Bale's book on Kansas, written 
many years ago. The title of the book 
is "Eanz&s ano^Nebraeka; the History, 
Geography %iid Physical Characteristics 
and Political Position of Those Terri- 
tories."

MANILA ^ 
' ' -During the early 


eveutH of oar onmpftign against Manila 
the capital of the Filipino government 
was at old Cavite. A little later it wa§ 
moved to Baccoor, jnst acroes the bay 
from Oavite, and there at his old home 
Agninaldo had bis headquarters. Dar- 
ing the days following- the- capture of 
Manila by our forces it would have been 
a hard matter to tell where the Filipino 
capital was or whether there was such 
a thing on Luzon, for Agninaldo seemed 
to be everywhere. He gave onr officials 
no end of trouble apd worry-for awhile, 
and then when we ceased -to be worried 
longer and resolved to capture the trou- 
blesome insurgent leader he was every' 
where hut where*oar eoldiera were look- 
ing for him. 


Bnt finally Agninaldo, after a trip to 


Hongkong in the interest of the insur- 
gent cause, established himself at Mala- 
gas, and there he has since remained. 
Malavas is a fine native town with a 
few European dwellings and some Eu- 
ropean residents, and even were it not 
the capital of Agninaldo's government 
one could find plenty to interest him 
abont the village. Here it was that oc- 
curred the ratification of the declara- 
tion of independence of the so called 
Filipino republic, which event took 
place on the 29th of September last. 
While the main ceremonies incident to

that event took place in Malavas the 
whole island of Luzon participated in 
the celebration and every town and vil- 
lage had its profuse decorations. 


At Malavas the preparations for the 


event consumed several weeks. There 
were decorations and triumphant arches 
and stands everywhere. So when the 
day for the celebration arrived Malavas 
had mncb the same appearance as a 
New England country town on onr In- 
dependence day, and American flags 
were not wanting. They were displayed 
along with the flag of the Filipino re- 
public, an emblem made np of a red and 
a blue strip with the latter at the bot- 
tom and having a white triangular field 
set with a golden son and two stars. 
Such was Malavas on'that day when the 
eo called Filipiro republic celebrated its 
first independence day. 


The grand procession was a main 


feature of the ceremonies and it occu- 
pied the greater part of the day's pro- 
oeedings. Aguiualdo, the self proclaim- 
ed president of his Filipino republic, 
was there) in all bis glory. He was 
dressed in a uniform of red and white, 
with profuse gold and silver trimmings, 
and he rode in a carriage embowered 
with gorgeons decorations. Before him 
ran a beraldidressed in the richest livery 
and wearing a powdered wig.' All the 
coachmen were dressed in similar attire 
and made a royal impression. The presi- 
dent's bodyguard was composed of the 
tallest soldiers in the Filipino army, 
and they were preceded by a native boy. 
They carried a brass rod 10 feet high 
and surmounted by a huge silver cross. 


There were two bands in attendance. 


The Filipinos are a most musical people 
and are skilled performers on all kinds 
of instruments. These bands were com- 
posed of brass, reed and string instru- 
ments, and the performers were Dai- 
formed in gorgeous attira 
The one 


band was dressed in blue and the other 
in red. The performers wore high silk 
hats with long flowing feathers. The 
•mounted troops headed the parade and 
made a most military appearance in 
spite of their diminutive stature and 
their being mounted on the small Fili- 
pino ponies. They were armed with 
carbines. The members of the Filipino 
congress and the members of Agninal- 
do's cabinet took part in the parade. 
They were in civilian dress, and all 
wore black fall dress suits and silk hats, 
Most of them wore huge diamonds, ap- 
parently genuine, and they looked an 
intelligent body of men. 


Fully 5,000 men took part in the pa- 


rade, and fully 8,000 of these were-reg- 
ular mem bers of the Filipino army, while 
there were many civil guards and civil- 
ians. The soldiers marched well. All 
along the line there were gorgeons deco- 
rations. Over the line of march an arched 
bamboo roof bnd been erected, and this 
was thatched with leaves. Thus the par- 
ticipants in the parade were kept in the 
shade, and this arched street lent an ar- 
tistio effect to the whole affair. The 
decorations were most elaborate, and 
the monotony of the long line was 
broken at frequent intervals by tri- 
umphant arches or sort of gateways 
made by artistically cut' bamboo and 
bearing patriotic inscriptions. Every 
house along the line of march, which 
stretched'for a distance of four miles, 
was decorated and adorned with the na- 
tional colors, and many who could not 
buy tbe material utilized checkered 
shirts and skirt* of tbe desired color. 
Many a patriotic Filipino woman's dress 
was deftly turned into a sort of Filipino 
flag for the occasion. In the afternoon 
and evening Aguinaldo gave a reception 
iu tbe executive mansion, a small build 
ing on tbe public square, and among the 
hundreds presented to him were a num- 
ber of Americana,

On Charms 


And Philters, 


From the beginning of history man 


has believed in magic.. There have been 
buyers and sellers of charms from tha 
earliest ages. Once in awhile the name 
of a sorcerer or sorceress sprang into 
evil fame. Thus we read of Apulelus, 
ivho was accused of unlawful practices 
acquired from eastern magicians in the 
second century, and of Locusta, whose 
bouse on the Palatine hill was well 
known as the scene, of cruel experi- 
ments on slaves. By such she became 
expert in preparing poisonous drugs. 
But an attempt to poison Nero brought 
about her own ruin and death. 


At one time Roman ladies dabbled in 


occult arts. As far back as 200 years 
before the Christian era there was a 
club of Roman married ladies who used 
to meet under the guidance of a certain 
Hieronima Sparra, a fortune teller. 
They used to concoct charms of .all 
kinds, love drafts and poisons, which 
they began to administer somewhat too 
freely to friends and enemies. Discov- 
ery followed. Sparra and three of her 
confederates were hanged, while no 
fewer than 150 matrons were punished 
by public whipping and banishment 


Precious stones have always been con- 


sidered as talismans. The jasper was 
favorable to public speakers. It loosen- 
ed the.tongue and gave a ready flow ot 
words. Orators wore it about their per 
sons. The amethyst was looked upon 
as a sure preventive of drunkenness, 
and the sacred agate insured the wearei 
against snake bites. 


All sorts of herbs were used In 


charms. Certain plants made people in 
sympathy with each other. The citron, 
for instance, with its heart shaped leaf, 
was clearly intended to draw hearts to- 
gether, while asarum (wild ginger) en- 
abled lovers or friends to talk to each 
other at a distance. If each friend 
were provided with a leaf of the plant, 
the faintest whisper of one would be 
heard by the other, although miles 
apart. Vervain inspired ardent pas- 
sion. Olive leaves insured. a peaceful 
life. Opium was used to cause a sleep 
which should simulate death, an ex- 
pedient often resorted to by unfortu- 
nate lovers, while henbane caused wild 
and terrifying visions. 


A woman to whom this last drug was 


administered describedf how small ob- 
jects became suddenly' enormous and 
threatened to crush her and how she felt 
her head and body separating "from 
each other. The ranunculus, or "sar- 
donic herb," inspired a eort of forced 
gayety, with convulsive laughter. The 
term "sardonic laughter" has come 
down to us In consequence. But rose 
leaves had the power to loosen charms 
•and unbind spells. It was said that the 
color of the rose came from the blood of 
Venus, who pricked her foot on a thorn, 
while the rose itself sprang from tho 
blood of Adonis. Later on, In the mid- 
dle ages, knights would bathe in rose- 
water in order to acquire "gentleness 
and true courage." 


The myrtle was eacred to love and 


Venus and therefore had power to pre- 
serve the charms of beauty. A plant 
named: sylphion, however, possessed the 
.wonderful property of making :old men 
young and was sold for its weight In 
gold. In Home it was kept in the sta,t« 
treasury in the form of a resinous gum. 
Julius Caesar sold 1,100 pounds, of it in 
order to make good the costs of civil 
war.

At first only herbs were used in the 


concoction of charms, but later on the. 
more violent mineral- poisons were 
drawn into the service of the charm 
brewers. Arsenic was liberally used as 
a secret poison under the later Komap 
emperors.

In the middle ages the art does not 


seem to have progressed—there was "a 
return to vegetable. poisons—but with 
the renaissance and during the 'six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries magic 
of all sorts blossomed and flourished. 
Italy was the mother country of most 
of the adepts in poisoning and well 
earned her name of "Venenosa Italia." 
France was her apt pupil. A sorceress 
named Mireille was put to death in 1572, 
and the number of her followers and 
fellow workers was said to be 30,000. 


Arsenic again became the-basis of all 


philters, perfumes and poisonous drinks. 
A whole chapter of Ambroise Fare's 
work on poisons is devoted to arsenic. 
The antidote, he thinks, is Malvoisio 
wine. 


Magic unguents were made by which 


persons were enabled to leave their 
bodies for a time and go off to join tho 
witches' Sabbath. 


Pills "for sending wolves to Bleep" 


are not so astounding In their effect* 
At least, when we hear that they were 
compounded of aconite, arsenic, quick 
lime, powdered glass, bitter almonds 
and honey we are not surprised tbat 
the wolves "felt badly" after eatint 
them. 


The number of poisoned victims in 


those days was enormous, the poisons 
were so much more efficacious than the 
philters! Small wonder that one Rob- 
ert Pludd of Kent wrote a book and 
gave as his opinion that "philters and 
charms are ridiculous, dangerous and 
even criminal. The greatest inspirer ol 
love In a woman of the world would b< 
a philter made of flowers of diamonds."

Editor of The Transcript: 


The plea of the expansionists, that 


our forefathers w«.re of the same type 
in spite of their fine morals is not often 
satisfactorily answered, though it may 
be very easily. Their motive in push- 
ing westward -was to open to white 
settlers lands, then uncultivated and 
unoccupied save by wandering tribes 
of savages, with whom they made sat- 
isfactory treaties which following gen- 
erations deliberately broke. 


Do those divines, so eloquent In ex- 


pounding: "manifest destiny" and the 
inscrutable ways of Providence, an- 
ticipate a time when they shall occupy 
parishes in the Philippines? Do the 
college presidents, so enthusiastic for 
the addition of new stars on our na- 
tional firmament, behold in fancy new 
institutions for advanced scholarship 
in the tropics, where labors of > the day 
must be done before the sun is fairly 
risen? Yet at the very beginning of 
previous expansion movements, .these 
things were anticipated, and realized 
within a single generation. ^Our land 
is not yet so densely populated that we 
need cross the Pacific, and crowd our- 
selves into those islands with their 
teeming millions. To reclaim wilder- 
ness is vastly different from forcing a 
new population upon a country al- 
ready comfortably full for hot weather. 
Suppose is was wrong after all, to 
crowd the Indian into his corner, will 
that prove it is right to do the same 
to the Filipinos? 


"They are not capable of self-gov- 


ernment," says the imperialist. No 
people is until it has a chance to prac- 
tice it. The child cannot walk alone 
until it 
does. Sometime you must 


withdraw your grinding1, supporting 
hand, else he will never know his power. 
Some parents never learn this lesson, 
and they wonder why their matured 
sons and daughters have so little 
stamina. 


The Englsh race has been 1450 years 


developing to its present status of self- 
government, and how imperfect it is, 
is proven by the fact that the Ameri- 
can branch of it, standing upon the 
highest summit of liberty yet attained, 
is apparently now ready to forsake its 
firm foundations, and take a backward 
step toward despotism. 


"Anarchy will result if we do not 


control them." Why will it be worse 
for them to fight each other than it 
will be to fight us? All the great pow- 
ers have developed out of savage 
hordes warring with each other. Revo- 
lutions may follow, but they -Bill grow 
shorter and less frequent just as in the 
South American republics. 
By the 


way, we are informed at least once a 
month that a revolution is imminent 
in Pans. What of it? It is their way. 


"They will become an easy prey to 


one of the great powers." Not if we 
say "Hands* off." The cession from 
Spam can do for the Philippines what 
the Monroe doctrine has accomplished 
for the republics in South America.-* 


"They are not united." The 13 colo- 


nies were not very closely welded to- 
gether when the declaration of inde- 
pendence was signed, and there are 
those who declare that the Spanish- 
Ameri^an war has at last accomplish- 
ed the union of all sections of the 
United States. 


"We want an open door for grand 


missionary work." This is the argu- 
ment that has converted sober-minded, 
conservative citizens into thorpugh- 
gomg Imperialists* and easy victims 
to those who desire to conquer a new 
world, ostensibly to civilize it; in real- 
ity to satisfy their greed for political 
spoils. Tois argument is also easily 
disposed of. 
For every purpose of 


evangelization a protectorate, freely 
accepted by the leaders of the people, 
would serve the purpose far better 
than forcing it upon them at the point 
•of the bayonet. 
How much doea a 


government aid in Christianizing a 
race of heathens? 
It takes a. great 


many Bibles and missionaries to offset 
the vices of civilization that are so 
fatal to the savage. A member of Gen- 
eral M^rritt's staff 
states that the 


Filipinos are generally temperate. If 
that be so, perhaps they do not need 
many government agents to look after 
their interests. Surely it is to be hoped 
that our past methods will not be 
adopted in this new field—for hitherto 
we have permitted whiskey to do its 
work on the savage and then have sent 
missionaries to prepare him to die. The 
last end of that Indian is worse than 
the first The Philippines, if annexed, 
become home missions, and 
their 


chances are little improved thereby, 
for the average church member is bet- 
ter informed upon the . condition , of 
missionary work in China, India or Ar- 
menia, than upon the missions among 
freedmen or Indians, unless perhaps 
he has seen something of them in 
southern or western trips. In fact, 
our apathy regarding home mistons is 
largely responsible for the degradation 
of our nativ% citizens of color. Who 
knows anything about Alaskan mis- 
sions'? There is little to know. It Is 
dangerous policy to do wrong that good 
may come of it.

Plan For Relieving the City ,of Bur- 


densome Payments en Municipal 


Debt, to Make Even Payments 


, For Many Years. 


To pay the sum of $35,000 a year foi 


28 years nn its public debt, and aftei 
that smaller amounts ttll the debt if 
wiped out, is the plan that this city wil 
present to the legislature for permis 
sion to follow. The city council Mon 
day evening met to discuss a plan fo 
relieving the city of the immediatf 
burden of the payments whlclj for th 
next few years would be very heav\ 


<f some change is not made. The fi 
nance committee and the mayor have 
had the matter under consideration foi 
some time, and the plan they pre 
sented, as state'd in a word, was unani 
mously adopted after some discussion 


The Interest in the meeting was con- 


siderable, as shown in the attendance 
All the members but three were n 
their seats promptly at 7.30; an un 
usual thing for a special 'meeting.

Mr. Whitaker, chairman of the fi- 


nance conimittee, was called oh-to ex 
plain the plans which, were suggestec 
by the committee. He read the pro 
posed act which will be offered to tht 
legislature, and which is given here; 


The Proposed Act. 


An act to authorize the city of North 


Adajns to extend, renew, or refund its 
present indebtedness: 


Be it enacted, etc., 
Section 1. The city of North Adam? 


is hereby authorized to extend, r^ne\\ 
or refund its present indebtedness, and 
for that purpose by order of its city 
council to issue its bonds or notes 
signed by its treasurer and counter- 
signed by its mayor. Such bonds an<3 
notes shall be made payable at such 
times that not less than $35,000 of the 
principal amount of the present in- 
debtedness of the city shall be paid 
in each year hereafter, until and in- 
cluding the year 1926 and in the year 
1927 there shall be made payable of 
the principal amount of the said pres- 
ent indebtedness not Jess than $24,500, 
after which the provisions of this act 
shall cease to apply. 


Section 2. The city shall 
not be 


obliged to establish any sinking fund 
for the payment of any bonds or notes 
issued under this act, and the bonds 
or notes issued hereunder to extend, 
renew or refund indebtedness which is 
not counted in ascertaining the city's' 
authorized limit of debt, shall not be 
counted in ascertaining such limit of 
debt. 


Section 3. This act shall take effect 


upon its passage. 


Mr. Whtteker'B Facts and Figure* 
Mr. Whitaker then went on to ex- 


plain, wsth numerous figures, what 
the proposed act waa designed to do 
should the council pass the order. He 
outlined the facts of the public debt, 
showing how the city eouid pay—cue 
present debt at $35,000 a year for a 
continued period more easily and with 
less friction, than by paying $100,000 
this year and much smaller amounts 
after five years. 


Mr. Whitaker said ~he had saen 


Messrs. Storey and Thorndike of Bos- 
ton on the matte? and that they had 
approved the proposed act which was 
read" to the council. The city debt 
under present arrangement calls for 
the payment this year of $100,083 33, 
for the following three years $65,000 
and after that of continually smaller 
amounts. As the debt now stands, the 
first 10 years calls for the payment of 
more than half the debt, $531,000 being 
due as now arranged out of a total of 
$1,046,251. The plan is to renew the 
debt and spread the payments, so 
that the excess of the earlier years 
shall be thrown into the later years 
A payment of $35,000 a year for 30 years 
would raore than pay the debt, the 
latest payment now being due in 1936. 


The payment for 3899, minus the 


$35,000 which the city plans to pay, 
would be $65,083 33. which is to be re- 
newed, while the amount to be re- 
newed from 1900 would be $30,083.32 
After this the amount to b'e renewed 
would grow less and less till 1911, or 
flor 13 years, when the amount due 
under the present arrangement would 
be less than $35,000, and when the new 
plan woiyd begin to add to the pay- 
ments as at present arranged. 


The total amount to be renewed 


under the proposed plan would be 
1191,000. This includes only the present 
indebtedness, not what piay be con- 
tracted hereafter. 


The plan of paying $35,000 a year 


brings us to 1927, after which tlie pay- 
ments on the present debt would be 
less than $35,000, and would grow stead- 
ily less till 1936, when the present debt 
would be wiped out. This makes 2f 
years at $35,000 a year, after which 
there would be still to be paid about 
$345,000. 


In regard to the second section Mr. 


Whitaker explained that the proposed 
act would do away with the necessity 
of a sinking fund, being practically 
the same thing. He outlined the dif 
ference between the debts which come 
within the debt limit as set by statute 
and those which do not. 


dome Qne«tlon» an* Answers. 
Mr. Whitaker asked for any questions 


that members of the council might likf 
to ask. Mr. Perry improved the op 
portunity to ask If the debt for per- 
manent improvements waa Included in 
the total given. It was. Then Mr 
Perry > wan ted to know if the amount 
due from abutters on the permanent 
Improvements was reckoned tn. Mr 
Whitaker replied the nothing had 
been done about that, as the amounts 
were scattering and could by law covet 
five years after they were due, so that 
ft was unsafe to ooum them In.

During her 
long residence in this city she formed 
ma,ny strong friendships upon which 
the interveningi J^ears have had no 
weakening effect,^ This community 
has greatly changed since the time of 
her residence here, and very "many 
whom she knew and loved had passed 
on before her, but to those remaining 
who knew her in those other days, and 
who enjoyed her companionship and 
felt the strengthening and ennobling 
influence which she exerted, her death 
brings a sense of deep personal loss.

The Shelburne Falls Tower, 


The blowing down of-the tower on 


East mountain near Shelburne Falls 
during the high wind of last Saturday 
night was a public misfortune. It was 
a conspicuous landmark for many' 
miles around and had been visited by 
thousands of tourists from far and 
near. In its eai-ly history a record was 
kept of the visitors, and for the first 
two years over 1000 persons a month 
visited it in the summer months. The 
view obtained by climbing to the top 
of the tower was almost unsurpassed; 
the panorama that was spread before 
one was of rare scenic beauty. The 
Appalachian club has made pilgrimages 
to the mountain and parties have fre- 
quently camped there. 


This is the second time it has blown

It Is 
said at Sheiburne Falls that of all the 
thousands who visited the structure, 
r.o one has contributed any money to* 
ward Its building or Its support Doubt- 
less there will some time come the 09* 
portunity for them to render some 
slight return for the privileges the 
tower has afforded them of enjoying

Powers of Wilhamstown recently re- 
ceived a letter from President Mc- 
Kinley thanking her for her kindness 
to a regiment of New Hampshire sol- 
diers who passed through that town 
last fall on their way to Chickamauga, 
has been published far and wide. 


But after the story had gained cir- 


culation one of the Boston papers was 
pre-aring to make a drive on it in its 
Sunday issue, but in order to make 
sure of its ground a dispatch was sent 
to Washington in order to verify ftie 
story, and the reply was that there was 
no record of any such letter having 
been written. 
A correspondent of the 


paper was instructed to see Mrs. 
Powers and to get a copy of the letter. 
He called on Mrs. Powers and was told 
that the letter had accidently Jieen 
thrown into the stove and burned. It 
would be supposed that a person re- 
ceiving a commendatory letter from 
the president of the United States 
would prize it too highly to allow such 
a thing as this to happen. 


It makes no great difference to the 


public whether Mrs. Powers received 
the letter or not, but the fact that it 
cannot be produced, taken in connec- 
tion with the Boston paper's investi- 
gation in Washington, has a tendency 
to weaken the claim in the minds of 
those who have been more or less in- 
terested in the story. 


Mrs. Powers says that in a short 


time she will prove the receipt of the 
letter.
